Representatives of that road and cer- 
tain business interests between those 
-two points not only are publicly advocat- 
ing such an improvement, in an effort 
to create and stimulate popular senti- 
ment in favor of it, but provision is al- 
ready being made for doubling the pres- 
ent track facilities in connection with 
the elevated construction work now in 
progress through this city, 

Substantial brick buildings are coming 
down in the heart of the business dis 
trict to give width for four-track con- 
struction and the sum of $200,000 is be- 
ing spent in the erection of a modern 
steel bridge over Saugus river that will 
accommodate four tracks. 

It is generally understood here that 
one of the first bills at the State House 
this fall will provide for legislation to 
empower the Boston & Maine to pro- 
ceed with four-track construction 
through Lynn. 

At present public sentiment appears to 
be about equally divided as to the wis-, 
dom of permitting the erection of bridges” 
over Central square atid other important 
thoroughfares of sufficient width to car- 
ry four tracks. President Mellen, how- 
ever, has several times declared to Lynn 
ritizens’ committee his desire, and the 
necessity for doubling the road’s trackage 
through this city in order to adequately 
take care of the constantly increasing 
accommodation and through traffic. 

The A. E. Little Shoe Company, which 
purposes to erect new factorivs beside 
the railroad east of Central station, has 
gone so far as to commission,I. Boynton 
Armstrong, a former widely known labor 
leader, to publicly agitate the importance 
of four instead of-two track construction.

KIEL, Germany—-Emperor William to- 
day reviewed the greatest fleet that ever 
assembled here, and 143 warships fired 
the imperial salute as the Royal yacht

Archduke Franz Ferdinand, the Aus- 
trian heir presumptive, who is here for 
a special meeting with the Kaiser, ex- 
changed cordial greetings with the Ger- 
man sovereign. Ile was‘a guest at din- 
ner in the evening with Prince Henry 
and the imperial chancellor, on board 
the Hohenzollern. 

After the Emperor had received his 

principal officers he transferred his flag 
to the battleship Deutschland and put to 
sea with the fleet to witness the ma- 
neuvers. 
—- President Falheres, who 
was accompanied by the premier, M. 
Caillauxs, and all the members of the 
French cabinet, on Monday reviewed the 
most powerful fleet ever gathered under 
the French flag. 

Formed in two lines in the bay were 
18 battleships, six of them of the all big 
gun type, nine arniored cruisers and 25 
torpedo boats and torpedo boat destroy- 
ers. The big fleet was commanded by 
four vice-admirals and eight rear-ad- 
mirals and manned by 1700 officers and 
26,907 men. 

The battleship Brennus, while steam- 
ing to the maneuvers, struck the excur- 
sion steamship Magali of Marscilles, 
which was dainaged but landed its pas- 
sengers.

BERLIN—Negotiations over Morocco 
were resumed Monday when the German 


foreign minister, Herr von Kiderlen- 
Waechter, and the French ambassador, 
M. Cambon, met to,discuss France’s pro- 
posals, Germany’s reply to France is 
expected shortly. 

The problem of adequate guarantee for 
the maintenance of Germany’s economic 
status in the Morocean empire eX- 
pected to be the chief point to be set- 
tled. It is believed that the questions 
of French political predominance in Mo- 
rocco and compensation to Germany in 
the shape of concessions of territory in 
the French Kongo are of easier arrange- 
ment. 

The French ambassador called at the 
foreign ollice and communicated, in a 
short interview with the foreign minis- 
ter, the decisions of the French cabinet.

She tells of the social 
and racial boycott to which she is sub- 
ject because she boldly proclaims a mixed | 
parentage that otherwise might not be 
discovered. For her loyalty to a Mon- 
golian ancestor she is made to suffer. | 
Did she denv him she could escape all:

But even anonymous autobiographical 
revelations, if truly typical. have certain 
characteristics that discriminating Judges 
fan appraise unerringly, and make use 
of in generalizing about contemporary 
social conditions, Like anonymous lit- 
lerary, dramatic or art criticism as com- 
_ with signed judgments, the anony- 
mous revelation of life-history, of men- 
tal readjustment, of social experience. 
mav have a degree of candor, a depth of 
subjective disclosure that a formal auto- 
biography lacks. Many a woman, for 
‘instance, Who has lived to an age when 
‘she can write about the point of view 
‘of “an elderly woman,” as that stage of 
| experien nee has brought to her light 
upon ideals of marriage and parenthood, 
will write more freely about it anony- 
mouslv than if expected to append her 
name to what she has to say. And this 
not from any lack of courage, but be- 
cause aware that her observations can- 
not but be read in the light of her own 
‘areer daughter, wife and mother. 
(She will court anonymity not so much 
ito save herself, as to protect her father, 
-husband or son, {rom misunderstanding. 
(‘Thus anonymity, which in form 80 
imuch_ less impersonal than the other 
‘method but which really allows of the 
‘most complete revelation of personal 
peonviet ion based on experience, also does 
‘conserve the interests of individuality, 
in that it saves the kinsfolk of the 
‘author from being subjected to that pub- 
lie serutinggin which a more formal] auto- 
biography involves not only the author 
‘but also his or her relatives.

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AN GLIRK SEES 
CAPITAL AND LABOR 
FOREVER AT PEACE 


DAVENPORT, Ia.—“Blessed forever be 
the name of the man who establishes 
abiding peace between labor and capital, 
which should be friends and should not 


be enemies,” said Champ Clark, speaker 
of the House of Representatives, ad- 
dressing a Labor day celebration by the 
union men of Davenport and monk Is- 
land at Moline, Il. 

“IT am an optimist, not a pessimist. 
is better to look upon the bright side 
of things than upon the dark,” said the 
speaker. “A jubilate is more pleasan 
music than a miserere. I refuse to be- 
lieve that the country is going to the 
.dogs or that it is growing worse. On 
the contrary, I rejoice in the faith that 
it is growing better. There is no room 
in free America for a pessimist.” 

The combined exercises for the three 
cities took place on an island in the Mis- 
fissippi river near here and Mr. Clark 
headed the parade and made the principal 
speech to a large crowd, his subject be- 
ing “The United States of America in 
the Twentieth Century.” 

“One of the crowning glories of the 
statecraft, the philosophy, the humani- 
tarianism and the religion of the twenti- 
~eth century will, I am fain to hope, be 
the discovery of some plan whereby 
every man (and every woman, too) shall 
enjoy the usufruct of his own labor and 
will prevent one man from becoming the 
beneficiary of the toil oft many men, 
women and children,” he said. 

‘'Tis a consummation devoutly to be 
wished. Indeed, we can already see signs 
-of the solution of this vast and intri- 
cate problem in the experiments being 
made in the coopera‘ive plan of dis- 
tribution of profits among employers 
-and their employees, as Well as in the 
Various pension systems being inaug- 
urated by some of the great railroad 
companies for their employees. 

“It is not too much to hope that be- 
fore the twenty-first century is ushered 
in Boston, New York, Washington, Phil- 
ade]phia, Baltimore, Chicago, Kansas 
City or St. Louis will, by common con- 
sent, be regarded as the literary center 
of the world. In his most valuable and 
remarkable book Buckle says: ‘Leisure is 
‘a condition precedent to philosophic re- 
search and literary excellence, and ac- 
cumulated wealth is a condition prece- 
dent to leisure.” America has the ac- 
cumulated wealth and the others follow. 

“If I had one prayer for the American 
people which could be answered, and only 
one, it would. be that every citizen 
should possess suflicient education to read 
his ballot intelligently and enough cour- 
zge to cast it as becomes an Amerikan 
freeman. If the republic is to endure, it 
must ,rest upon the intelligence and pa- 
triotism of the voters.”

The coarse possibilities of the plot are 
but slightly availed of.

Yvette’s dance and song, “Never Mind

TOMATO PRESERVES 
EEL 24 good sized ripe tomatoes, 
quarter and cook slowly: one hour 
with one cupful less of sugar than you 
have tomatoes. Add nine large peaches 
that have been peeled and sliced thin, 
cook another hour.

SMOTHERED CHICKEN 
Cut a young chicken into joints, wash, 
and put in a frying pan, with half a cup 
of butter and the same measure of 
water; season with salt and cover close- 
lv; let cook until the water boils dry, 
let the chicken fry brown on both sides, 
take out and lay on a platter, put a 
tablespoonful of flour in the frying pan, 
cook till slightly brown, then add to it a 
cupful of milk or water, stir smooth. 
This will make a delicious brown gravy, 
pour over the chicken, set in the oven for 
a moment and serve. 
KIDNEYS ON TOAST 
Procure two sheep’s kidneys, or 11% 
pounds of bullock’s kidney, one ounce of 
butter, cayenne, a squeeze of lemon, salt, 
two slices of hot buttered toast. Stew 
the kidneys with a very little water un- 
til tender, remove the skin and gristle, 
and pound smooth in a mortar, with the 
butter, lemon juice, salt and cayenne to 
taste. Spread the mixture on the toast, 
which should be buttered on both sides 
and put in the oven to get hot through. 
TIP-TOP CAKE 
Beat together 114 cupfuls of sugar, two 
eggs, one tablespoonful of butter, one 
cupful of milk, 24% cupfuls of flour and 
two tablespoonfuls of baking powder. 
Beat for three minutes, pour into a shal- 
low square tin and bake in a rather 
quick oven.—Philadelphia Times. 
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N THE buying of steaks there are 

seven that we may choose: the fa- 
miliar porterhouse and sirloin, the ten- 
derloin; the rump, round, skirt and flank 
being a little less familiar. We may 
also obtain what are technically called 
steaks from veal and ham, but these are 
not steaks. They are thin slices of 
meat obtained from the leg of the crea- 
ture and are more usually called “cut- 
lets.” | 

We should guard carefully, always, 
that the color of the beef be a warm, 
rich red, with a slight brown tint. There 
slight mottling of fat 
throughout the entire cut surface of the 
meat. This should be of a rich cream 
color, says Good Housekeeping. i 

The general texture of good beef is 
characterized by a firm sponginess if 
pressed firmly in the center of the piece 


lof meat by the flat of the thumb. The 


beef should rebound easily but not com- 
pletely. If with this thumb test one | 
notices a marked amount of water, it 
will. mean that there is a lack of fat 
in the general composition and therefore 
the meat is of rather poor grade. 

One other point is essential in the 
buying of meat, and that is the per- 
centage of bone. Some cuts will have 
much more than others. These are nec- 
essarily wasteful, more expensive in pro- 
portion to the value obtained, and are 
of a little finer quality and flavor. That 
is, they do not need such careful cook- 
ing for the same ordinary results, but 
care gives the very best. 

The so-called loin chop is the same 
shape as what we call the porterhouse 
steak; that is, the bone crosses the top 
and runs slightly into the center of the 
meat. These are cut from the loin or 
the “small of the back” of the creature. 
Next to these, nearer the tail, are the 
sirloin steaks, whose characteristic is an 
additione! piece of bone lying in the 
center of the steak. This is called the 
“flat bone” and is a piece of the hip 
bone. Consequently the sirloin steak 
Which is cut nearest the porterhouse will 
have less of the “flat bone” and there- 
fore will be relatively less expensive. 

The rump and round steaks, which are 
sometimes confounded, come from the 
heavy, meaty portion of the leg of the 
creature, and have no bone at all. These

CARE OF CANARIES 


In selecting a canary, one of the cross- 
breeds, pure canary with a strain of 
‘goldfinch or bullfinch, is the best to

Stuff the.scucumbers with this mixture. 
put the halves together and tie securely 
in place. Put the cucumbers into 
stew-pan, cover with boiling veal or 
chicken broth, and simmer one hour. 
Then lift out the encumbers; thicken the 
liquor with a little flour wet with eold 
Water; season with one-half tablespoon- 
ful of minced parsley and a few drops 
of lemon juice. Boil well, and pour 
around the cucumbers, and serve. 

A ragout of cucumbers is a palatable 
delight, says Suburban Life. To make 
it, one must have at hand four rather 
large, fresh cucumbers, a large silver- 
skinned onion, one-half cupful of stewed 
tomatoes aml one cupful of minced 
cooked chicken. Pare, slice thin and 
brown both the cucumbers and the on- 
ion in butter; add a cupful of hot water 
and stew 20 minutes, then add the to- 
matoes and chicken, Boil well; thicken 
with one teaspoonful of flour rubbed to 
a cream With one teaspoonful of butter, 
boil again, and serve.

Developments Along’ This 
Line in Past Few Months 
Have Stimulated Interest 
in These Investments 


The tendency of the times, namely, the 
consolidation of capital and contentra- 
tion of big business under one manage- 
ment, has invaded the shoe-manufacturing 
field. The developments of the last six 
or seven months are not only of consid- 
erable significance, but have stimulated 
investment interest in these heretofore 
for the most part close corporations. 

When the W. H. McElwain Company, 
Which is now the. largest single factor in 
the American fine-grade men’s shoe trade, 
sold $2,000,000 first preferred stock to 
Lee, Higginson & Co. in February last it 
was regarded as something of an innova- 
tion, but it was a development resulting 
from the company’s immense expansion in 
business and one which will doubtless be 
carried further as other consolidations 
and affiliations in the shoe trade are per- 
fected. 

In the latter part of 1910 the company 
affiliated with the Clark-Hutchinson 
Company of Boston and New York and 
the Morse & Rogers and Powell Brothers 
Companies, New York distributors. Later 
the McElwain Company acquired an im- 
portant interest in Nathaniel Fisher & 
Co. of New York and also a large Nashua, 
N. H., shoe factory. This year, it an- 
nounced that it would erect five factories 
at South Manchester, N. H., at a cost of 
$1,500,000, employing a total of 2500 
operatives. 

The recent big St. Louis shoe merger 
constitutes a step considerably in ad- 
vance of New England developments and 
has aroused deep public interest. St. 
Louis has developed a keen rivalry with 
Boston as a big shoe market and leather 
eenter and has gained somewhat at ex- 
pense of the latter. The reason for this 
merger—like that of most consolidations 
which have taken place in other lines of 
industry-—is the advantage to be gained 
by combining a large number of highly 
organized factories under one manage- 
ment, securing greater efficiency and 
lower production costs. 

A further indication that big interests 
will ultimately dominate the shoe indus- 
try is the probable entrance of the pack- 
ers into the manufacturing field. From 
the packing of beef it has been an easy 
and natural step into the*tanning of 
leather— the next logical move would be 
the operation of shoe factories on a large 


scale.

C. F. & G. W. Eddy, Inc., of the Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, received the 
following from their Chicago  corre- 
spondent: 

Wheat---Trade was excited and active 
with prices strong on cables and the 
foreign situation. From the early ad- 

vance prices reacted 1% to 1 cent with 
trading less active. The demand at the 
reaction was sufficient to absorb the of- 
ferings and give a very steady under- 
tone to the market. The foreign news 
was of unfavorable Russian crop results 
and light offerings and growing uneasi- 
ness over the question of supplies. 

The Canadian Northwest conditions 
have become less favorable with lower 
temperatures, private reports ,of frosts 
and quite general rains. 

Corn—Was active and higher at the 
opening, but reacted on the favorable 
Missouri report and general favorable 
weather conditions. Snow's report was a 
little lower than last month, although 
the state reports of Iowa and Missouri 
both show considerable increase, by the 
official figures, Iowa 6 points and Mis- 
souri 10 points, Kentucky lost 4 points. 
Oats--The market was fairly active 
and firm, influenced by the general ad- 
vance in other grains. Snow’s report in- 
dicated about 20,000,000 bushels less than 
the last government report.

FAVORABLE REPORTS FROM 
SHOE AND LEATHER TRADE 


Footwear Manufacturers Are Enjoying a Fairly Steady 
Business—Leather Industry Inclined to Be Variable 


From One Week to the Next 


r 


‘A fairly steady trade is coming. to 
‘the shoe manufacturers and while all 
may not find weeks alike in this 
regard, the past month has been pro- 
ductive of a good business, all things 
considered. Occasionally a manufacturer 
is found who is disappointed but this 
‘ig not uncommon in the best of seasons. 
The shoe plants as a whole are in ac- 
tive commission and some are running 
on full time. 

There has been some attempt to ad- 
vance shoe prices and bring them into 
conformity with those of leather. How 
successful this has been, reports vary. 
There are statements, however, that or- 
ders have been booked at from 2c to 
10c per pair advance. Nothing corrob- 
‘Orative was learned about this, although 
conditions seem to warrant it, and the 
opinion is that shoe prices must go 
higher when present leather stocks in 


the factories are exhausted, and leather | 


prices hold where they now are Prom- 
inert manufacturers feel that if shoe 
contracts resemble in size and delivery 
dates those of former vears, the neces- 
sity of making prices which would be 
protective to factory interests might be 
more strenuously insisted upon. Butas 
orders average medium in volume, and a 
hurry clause inserted, prices are kept as 
close to terms made during the sampling 
season as safety permits, the fear of 
losing established trade being a matter 
of serious consideration. 

The principle demand appears to be 
for men’s shoes, the heavy grades being 
favored, and it is these lines which the 
advanced cost of leather has affected to 
a marked degree, and though sales have 


unfilled orders remain to be shipped. The 
demand for this leather from makers of 
ladies’ and ‘nisses’ footwear has added 
greatly to its sales. Dull calf, particu- 
larly the mat finish is difficult to get for 
immediate use, and the delay is causing 
some trouble at the factories. 


CHrome side leather is on the active 
list and though transactions average 
small, the total for the past week shows 
up well, 

Satin and kangaroo dealers are en- 
joving a good trade. The belief that 
the demand for this brand would become 
very small is not borne out by market 
reports. The firmness with which these 
grades are held certainly shows that they 
are disposed of.about as fast as they 
come in. Splits are still selling well, the 
heavy and medium weights finding a 
ready outlet. The light weights are 
also having a good business, the various 
stvles of-+ finish creating a demand at 
times difficult to satisfy. 

Patent leather has been quict the past 
month, but recent events show a re- 
vival of trading. A large dealer reported 
an increasing inquiry and the prospects 
for another good season quite bright. 

Patent calf and kid have heli the 
trade's attention much better than pat- 
ent side, but this latter leather has shown 
much improvement of late. Prices are 
firm. 


Glazed kid is moving well and a good 
fall trade is looked for. A prominent 
dealer stated that the peculiarity about 
the demand is that it is largely confined 
to the highest and Jowest grades, the 
medium priced skins piling up a surplus.

busy, the call for prompt shipments 
closely following the orders. The high 
grades have had a good rtin, both from 
the jobbers and retailers, but most favors 
are now coming from the larger dealers, 
the retailers having their lines all placed 
and are now on the verge of a fall and 
winter business. The stylish “up-to- 
date” medium lines are selling well. The 
orders are not Jarge, but are frequent, 
the majority requiring hurried shipments. 
The trade in Lynn and Haverhill is 
difficult to report accurately, as some of 
the factories are rushed .to their limits, 
while others are nearing the end of a 
specialty season. The high button boot 
is a favorite, and will remain so during 
the winter. Glazed kid is coming back as 
a popular upper, with gun metal follow- 
ing it closely. Patent and russet calf 
appear next in evidence, with velvet hold- 
ing some prominence, notwithstanding 
the attempts to influence the trade 
against it. White canvas is having an 
—excellent late sale, an order for 300 cases 
of white canvas, 14-button boots for im- 
mediate delivery, occasioning no little 
surprise. Small orders for low cuts con- 
tinue to arrive for present consumption. 
The near approach of the school season 
has caused a sharp demand for russet 
calf high boots, and factories are busy

The foreign demand for upper leather 
has extended to all grades and is grow- 
ing to an extent unexpected. New mar- 
kets are opening up every year and ship- 
ments abroad are increasing.

‘Candidates should be selected from the 
most capable of the senior cadets, each 
area oflicer submitting the name of his 
best eadet to the major in charge of 
10 areas, who will then examine these 
10 cadets and forward tive names through 
the district headquarters, who will 
etate their recommendations, if any, to 
the central administration. The latter 
will then select from the names received 
double the number required and will 
refer the ultimate selection from these 
last to an authority to be determined 
hy the government. This authority 
might be a board of examiners or the 
inspector- general or the commandant of 
the college. 

“A cadet having joined the college his 
parent should pay £80 per annum for 
board, lodging, books, clothing, equip- 
ment and instruction, except in the case 
of a cadet obtaining a scholarship, of 
which there should be 20 for the whole 
college. 

“During the course the cadet should he 
kept under strict discipline, and taught 
to keep himself physically and mentally 
fit. Any cadet unlikely to make an effi- 
cient oflicer, or lacking in the personality 
necessary to influence and command men, 
should be removed.

LONE REMAINS Ut 
VILLIERS' MANGION 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—-The beautiful and _ historic 
York house water-gate, which is at pres- 
ent being thoroughly overhauled and 
cleaned, stands in that part of the Em- 
bankment gardens which. stretches _be- 
tween Waterloo bridge and the Charing 
Cross railway bridge, and is now some 
hundreds of feet away from the river 
that formerly washed its . steps, thus 
showing us how much the course of the 
Thames has been altered by the erection 
of the Embankment. 

The design of the water-gate is attrib- 
uted to Inigo Jones, but it also 
claimed for the builder, Nicholas Stone, 
the master mason. The arms of the 
house of Villiers can be seen on the side 
facing the river, and their family motto, 
“Fidei Cotieula Crux” (the cross is the 
touchstone of faith), on the north side. 

This graceful, structure is all that. re- 
;mains today of the gorgeous mansion 
built by George Villiers, Duke of Buck- 
ingham, James I.’s beloved “Steenie.” 

York house, as it was. originally 
jcalled from having been for a_ short 
;period the town residence of the arch- 
(bishops of the sec, was at one time the 
home Sir Nicholas Bacon, father of 
the philosopher, and it was there that 
‘the latter was born. There, also, many 
later, Francis Bacon was de- 
prived of the great seal on his degrada- 
‘tion, and from thence he was conveyed 
Ito the Tower. 

When James I. bestowed the property 
on his favorite, the Duke of Bucking:

FIGURES OF GERMAN 
TRADE PROVE GREAT 
PROSPERITY IN JULY 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—From statistics published 
recently in Berlin it would seem that 
German trade is showing great signs of 
prosperity. Compared with that of Eng- 
land for July it is shown that the ex- 
ports of German produce increased by 
about £3,500,000 ($17,500,000) over the 
figures of the same month of the preced- 
ing year, whereas the aggregate exports 
from England (excluding exports of for- 
eign and colonial produce which totalled 
£°8,178,719) showed a decrease of £3,- 
780,541 ($18,902,705) also comparing 
them with July, 1910. 

As for.the imports into Germany for 
home consumption in July of this year 
they showed an increase in value of 
nearly £4,500,000 ($22,500,000) as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 
last year. The United Kingdom imports, 
making the same comparison, exhibited 
an increase of only £1,690,000 ($8,450,- 
000). 

The imports into Germany since the 
commencement of the year are 4£14,- 
860,000 ($74,300,000) in excess of those 
for the similar period of last year; the 
corresponding figure in the case of this 
country being an increase of £1,439,413 
($7,197,065). 

In regard to exports the figures for 
the same seven months as compared with 
the corresponding period of last year 
are: Germany, an increase of over £16,- 
400,000 ($8 2,000,000) ; Great Britain, in- 
crease £15,302,000 ($76,510,000).

Apparently this problem will have to be solved through 
cooperation. There are few wide rural districts in which there are 
neither streams nor coal mines. The farmers may club together 
for the purpose of developing electricity through the agency of 
water or steam. They may erect dams or powerhouses and control 
the output. As an alternative, they might tap the trolley wires for 
the amount of power required; the traction corporations could afford 
to supply them with power on a large scale at small profit; but it is 
doubtful if this arrangement would prove asssatisfactory as publicly 
owned and publicly operated rural plants. ) 

From all appearances we are on the eve of some extensive 
experimentation along this line both in Canada and the United $tates. 
There can be no question as to the desirability of relieving farming 
and farm life of a large part of the drudgery at present attaching

Governor Willson is quite right in calling attention to the folly 
that is displaved in present methods of duplication of investigation. 
New York and Massachusetts have recently gone over the ground 
of employers’ ability and workingmen’s compensation in a way that 
makes it superfluous for other commonwealths to order similar 
research before legislating. The human element throughout the 
uation is so umform, methods of doing business and administering 
justice are so alike, the motives and rewards of living are so similar, 
the ethical code is so generally patterned after the same model, that 
persistence in variation of statutes and in details of getting justice 
decreed and done becomes increasingly absurd each decade of 
national life. Through comparison of such statutory differences as 
are still legitimate and by careful watching of their effects on social 
conditions, there will come the uniformity of standard and of law 
toward which the nation is being swiftly drawn, but which it cannot 
depend upon Congress to define in fields of legislation from which 
that body is debarred by the constitution in its present form. 


\Vitt Secretary of the Interior Fisher now 
in Alaska, and with Senator Poindexter and 
Gifford Pinchot en route, the moderate and 
radical points of view with respect to solu- 
tion of territorial difficulties are destined 
soon to be reenforced with facts that can be 
serviceable to Congress when it assembles. 
l‘or it 1s agreed .that the Alaskan problem 
is one of the first to be faced by the national 
legislators. Both the rights of present set- 
tlers and investors and the interests of the nation demand clear 
definition of a policy, a reconstruction of the territorial form of 
government, and an end of scandals injurious to national reputation. 
This much is settled now, before Congress meets, or the President 
defines his position at the coming conservation congress, or the 
reports are made by Mr. Iisher or Mr. Pinchot. . Title in fee simple 
and in perpetiity to the mineral wealth of the region is not to pass 
to individuals. Whether it shall be leased or nationally operated, 
that is the only question now. The nation has suffered too much 
already from monopolistic control of supplies of fuel and from 
untaxed extraction of mineral wealth in the East and West to make 
it at all likely that the virgin resources of Alaska will now be turned 
over for greedy private exploitation. Least of all should there be 
in Alaska a repetition of conditions such as have scandalized the 
nation in connection with common control of supplies of fuel, and 
of carriers of the same to the public. 

Those who oppose extreme extension of government authority 
in Alaska, who have no liking for a policy of government operation 
of either mines or railroads, will doubtless be shrewd if they throw 
their influence in favor of a fair form of leases, revocable and alter- 
able on just terms. As for Alaskan railroad control, that can be 
left to the interstate commerce commission, providing provision is 
made for adequate authority and action.

A PROPAGANDA against the boy — scout 
movement in this country is being waged by 


professional warriors to train up men who 
will lust for war and promote militarism. and 
The character and the shrewdness of the 

promoters of the movement in this country Miailitarism 
preclude any conscious planning for this 
end,; or any credulity and stupidity such as 
unwitting subserviency to the wiles of the 
militarists would imply. The movement has grown because parents, 


educators and ethical leaders of communities have seen in the scout - 


organization a method of discipline, of restoration of wholesome 
authority, of willingness to render proper obedience, where these 
factors are too often lacking. Support also has come because the 
scouts are led out of doors, are versed in woodcraft, are trained to 
know the signs of the sky and the woods, are kindly in attitude 
toward all living creatures. Persons conversant with the contribu- 
tion made to civilization by chivalry see in the order an instrument 
of singular efficiency in recreating the older ideals of loyalty and 
protection among youth too often wholly environed with an atinos- 
phere of self-regard and brutal male aggression. Pedagogical 
authorities rejoice in the provision the scout movement makes for 
first-hand observation of facts and for the habit of sound inference 
therefrom. To see all that is to be seen as one walks abroad and to 
generalize soundly about the evidence gathered by the eye is a boon 
of inestimable value throughout life. 

If, in developing the scout movement, there is resort to some 
of the forms of military organization, it is only natural in view of 
the prestige which its system of discipline has and its proved work- 
ability. The profession of war has developed a technique that can 
be, and in many ways 1s, adaptable to processes of education,,physical 
and moral; and it is being used in countless schools for purposes of 
drill, instruction in.the habit of obedience, and general set-up. To 
refuse to use such technical system because it sometimes is used for 
purposes that are brutal or selfish would be hardly justifiable. 
Appropriated and set at work invarfably serving uplifting causes, the 
ritual and millinery of soldiering may be beneficent.

After the method usually employed by weak powers, Persian 
diplomacy took full advantage of the Anglo-Russian difficulties. 
For years, with more or less success, St. Petersburg was played 
against London, and London against St. Petersburg. The conclusion 
of the Anglo-Russian agreement, though undoubtedly an arbitrary 
proceeding on the part of the two great powers, was checkmate to 
the politicians in Teheran. Searching for a make-weight against 
the new alliance, Persia turned to Berlin. The effort was made to 
use Berlin as St. Petersburg or London had been previously used, 
but the conclusion of the new agreement has constituted a fresh 
checkmate. This agreement originally contained a clause, just as 
high-handed in its treatment of Turkey as the previous agreement 
had been in its tr 1tment of Persia, which is missing from the 
published document. The susceptibilities of Constantinople are, 
however, more carefully guarded on the Spree than those of Tehe- 
ran. The consequence is that this clause has been dropped out of 
the published text, though there is no reason whatever to suppose 
that it has been deleted from the original. As the result of these 
maneuvers, some degree of permanence seems to have been reached 
in the politics of the middle east.. How long it will last is perhaps 
nore difficult to say.

Discussion as to the feasibility and desira- 
bility of holding in Texas an _ exclusive 
exhibit of the products of dry farming in 
that state indicates, first of all, that progress Dry Farming 
in this branch of agriculture has been much 
more rapid than is generally supposed. Three 
years ago, when it was first brought to 
public attention, it.attracted, as a novelty, | 
widespread interest. For a_ time the | i 
newspapers and magazines gave it unstinted : 
space. As it became understood, however, and especially as it took 
upon itself the form of an established line of-industry, the subject 
became prosaic and was dropped as readily as it was taken up. This 
has been the history of public interest in many other great move- 
ments connected with the soil; yet all of them, from conservation 
to reclamation, are moving onward. The very fact that they have 
taken on a prosaic complexion as subjects of popular thought only 
goes to prove that they have found a place in the established order 
of things. 

The Dallas Morning News expresses tlie belief that the Texas 
state fair could augment the valuable service which in so many ways 
it is performing at present if it would bring about the making of 
a dry farming exhibit separate and distinct from any other agricul- 
tural show. ‘“‘Dry farming has progressed beyond the experimental 
stage,’ says the newspaper, ‘‘and has become sufficiently prevalent 
in these sections to be treated as an independent division of agricul- 
tural industry.” 

This is an important statement. The amazement of any observ- 
ant person visiting the dry sections of the West and Southwest ‘will 
be. aroused by the accomplishments of irrigation. . The carrying of 
water from the mountain canyons into the sandy valleys has literally 
transformed the face of nature throughout vast tracts and districts. 
But there are equally vast tracts and districts in the arid and semi- 
arid uplands that are beyond the reach of reclamation through this 
process, and it is over areas of this character that the dry farming 
system is making its wonderful demonstrations. Dry farming is 
indispensable in some sections of Texas, as our contemporary 
remarks, but its usefulness is not necessarily confined to any particu- 
lar locality where the rainfall is light or irregular. 

It is not expected that a special dry farming exhibit can be given 
this year, as sufficient preparations have not been made. and as the 
season is now too far advanced; but the whole country will unite with 
the Dallas News in wishing that steps may be taken which will result 
in such an exhibit next year as will make possible “an effective com- 
parison between the fruits which the greater energy of the farmers of 
the semi-arid sections exports trom the soil and the fruits that are 
yielded more easily to the farmers of the -humid sections.” Such a 
comparison would go much further than merely satisfying curiosity. 
It would show once again how wonderful the achievements of man 
may be, in the face of every apparently adverse circumstance, when 
his labor is directed by intelligence. 
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
